A mimeographed form detailing 
regulations of the Board of Gover- 
nors regarding student activities 
was tent to The Daily over the 
week-end. 

The, regulations concern the use 
of intoxicaUng liquors, the Sunday 
closing of Unlveriity. Buildings, and 
chorus lines and women cheerlead- 
ers. 

The full text of the form follows: 

"I. Intoxicating Liquors, 

"No intoxicating liquors may be 
served or sold at any student (unc- 
tions in any University buildings on 
the Campus other than the Officers 
Mess of the C.O.T.C. in the Sir 
Arthur Currie Memorial Gymnas- 
ium-Armory and the McGill Union 
building. 

"With regard to service and the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in the 
McGill Union, the following regu- 
lations will be enforced by the 
President ot the Union: 

"1. At eampus-wlde (unctions 
held in the McGill Union which ire 
open to both men and women siu 
dents, no form of alcoholic beverage 
may be served, sold or, consumed. 

"2. At smokers, stag parties and 
club parties held in the McGill 
Union, beer is the only alcoholic 
beverage which may be served, 
sold or consumed.

Is not represented. 

American sources said that It

This statement widens tlie gulf 
that separ.ites the United States 
and the Asiiin-Arab bloc in the 
U.N. The spokesmnn for the latter 
group, Sir Senegal Rau of India 
has already condemned the U.S.- 
sponsored resolution which calls 
for the branding of Red China as 
the aggressor in Korea. "The crux 
of the di((ercnce lies in the inler- 
prclation o( Pclping's reply to last 
Saturday's cease-fire appeal. Waaii- 
ington calls it an outright rejection 
while India claims that the Red 
Chinese reply still leaves room for 
further discussion and negotiation.

Many o( these reports 
have undoubtedly been originated 
by people of low moral fibre, witn 
the intention of creating a sensa- 
tion, and many of them range from 
the ludicrous to the fantastic. Many 
well-documented and independently 
witnessed appearances have also 
been recorded, however, by report- 
ers of unquestioned reliability. 

The origin and exact nature of 
the "flying saucers" is still a matter 
of conjecture.

But to oppose the 
Padlock Law is not necessarily to say that 
communist.>: should he .granted the full rights 
of citizenship of (he liritish tradition, which 
they should not. It would be insane, for ex- 
ample, to permit a communist to engagcjn sci* 
cntific research at Canada'.* Chalk ftivcr 'at- 
omic energy plant, or to hold a vital pnsitioii 
in the government. Canadians have n ri^dit to 
expect it of proper and competent niitlimily 
that their interests are guardcti in such cases, 
even at the expense of depriving someone of 
his normal rights of citizciifhip, * 

But can tliç Padlock L.iw be cnnsidcred a 
legitimate protective measure in liiis sense? 
Wc think not. It's main practical effect 
seems to be to arouse widcsprea<l concci'n 
among the liberal elements of the community 
and to provide the provincial police with a' 
great deal of reading matter which they could 
much less spectacularly obtain by subscribing 
to local lending libraries and by putting them- 
selves on appropriate mailing lists. 

One can be just ai^ anti-eomiminist as Mr. 
Duplcssis, and we should say a good deal more 
effectively so, without resorting to such meas- 
ures as the I'arlloek I-aw. And when a single 
man, who is not resi)onsible to any couit of 
law, can dictate what material is proper for 
the citizens of this province In read, the lime 
has come for someone to say something about 
it. . JMS.

Another Parallel 



In a recent issue, George Furse replied to a letter 
by Lionel Albert. Mr. Furse believes that we are 
Justlfed in "adopting one communist method" in 
order to keep "our existence democratic". 

I think a more correct parallel can be mAde. I'he 
Kazis, to mention only one fascist party, began 
their drive to power by raiding communist offices, 
and ' almUaiitac tics. Binatein and other liberals have 




pbinted out the similarity between present ptrièeu- 
tion of communitta (and liberals, such as Latti- 
more) in America, and the events immediately pre> 
ceding the trumph ot faccism In many' European 
and other countrip.5. 

And why does Mr. Furse think we will use only 
ont fascist method? Is he sure we will "go thus far 
and no farther" toward totalitarlaniam? No doubt 
there were many liberals in Germany who sup- 
ported the 1S33 smashing of communism. And they 
were later imprisoned themselves, or forced to flee 
the country. ^ 

I quite agree that it is difficult for a liberal tn 
guarantee the political freedom of a group whose 
views he rejects or even abhors. And it takes 
courage to oppose "public opinion". But if, as I 
believe, such guarantee is necessary to maintain 
liberal demoei'acy, no one who bclivea in demo- 
cracy would reject it. 

And to those who insist that unlei's communists 
are draatlcally curbed, they will triumph over our 
democracy, I might add: Iheré is no country, now 
communist, whicli hiid and maintained democratic 
freedom; even Czechoslovakia experlei\ccd occupa- 
tion by the Nazis, who had the active aupport of 
native fascists. 

. It.it interesting to notice that the anti-communism 
of the West has led it to aupport Bao Dai, Chiang 
Salazar, Rhee, and, perhaps, Franco, to name a few. 
Judging from the New Statesman and Nation, and 
other periodicals, there are quite a few in the 
Western camp who art beginning to question thb 
"democracy" we are upholding. ' 

Shall we tolerate fascism? Shall wc give up social 
responsibility, and "let God handle it" as the 
I.V.C.F. missionaries would have us do? I hope not.

Noise. , Hystéricàl^çhcerlng ,pt . na 
tive* tor the mitiiite rehderi further 
conversation impractical. I have 
translated their chant because I 
find the primitive rhythm ot great 
anthropological interest. It is of 
the following form: ."Emay jee I 'ell 
'ell. Emay jee I. 'ell 'ell.'; Conversa 
tion Is once more continued.' 

M'bango: "It is. Oh reverend 
father, the purpose of these good 
people to become adept in the 
cheering of our warriors who strive 
Inniorrow with the Gaola in htad 
ball. 

' (Note by me: thé Gaols are a 
tribe so-called because they hail 
from Kingsvlllf, a convict settle- 
ment.) 

Rev. Smooeher: "The noLse-ma'g- 
iiig is. Oh M'bango ot the bighrjt 
qaullty. Though perhaps the leadera 
could becomé a little more' aklllcd 
in their manipulation ot the Cram- 
Cram." 

I Note by mc: the cram-cram Is a 
trumpet-Iikc instrument made of 
lialm leaves.

M'bango then Informed as con- 
cerning the ancient game of head 
ball.

Dally interviews are usually pub- 
lished under the heading "Tne 
Daily Meets . . ." That heading 
hardly fits this article, because The 
Daily met Francis Allen many years 
ago. In 1942. But since his" recent 
writing has attracted widespread ' 
attention and criticism from- the 
students, an interview seemed to be 
the best way to answer the ott- 
repealed question, "Who. is Francis 
Allen"? '* 

Francis Allen was born in Lon- 
don, England, in August of 1S24. He 
attended elementary school' there, 
and in 1039 came to Canada as a 
war evacuee. Here he entered Low- 
er Canada College In Montreal, re- 
ceived hi{ senior niatrlcuùtibn,' and 
entered "McGllil^j y» 4 j^ît1it«rt lng iii 
tlie ■ second I'year'oit'wl 

He studied for exactly ten weeks. 
This short period, however. ' was 
long enough (or him 'to write- at 
least one notable article (or The 
Dally, a story which appeared In 
the Christmas Issue o( that year. 

A(ter the ten weeks had elapsed, 
Allen found his way back to Brlt> 
atn, where he Joined the Army as .a 
rifleman in Jiine, 1943. He saw ac- 
tion In France. Belgium, Holland 
and Germany, reaching Europe in 
September ot 1944, three months 
after the 'invaiilon. and remained 
there untir the end of the war in 
Europe. . 

In September of 1947 he -was dis- 
charged from the Army with the 
rank ot sergeant". 

For allghlly under one year he 
was a staff writer on the London 
Dally Herald, "a socialist news- 
paper". He was^ sent by The 
Herald to Wales, where he cover-

Gardiner Rebuts 
Accusations of 
Liberal Socialism 

Toronto (CUP)— Federal Minislc: 
of Agriculture James G. Gardiner, 
Thursday answered accusations 
that the Liberal Policy has shown 
a tendency to Socialism, particular 
ly in thé marketing methods of the 
Wheat Board. He was speaking 
to the University of Toronto Liber- 
al Club in West Hall, UC. 

"The essence ot State Socialisin 
is that all the resources and ma- 
chinery ot production should be 
owned and operated by the state," 
said Mr. Gardiner. There was no 
element ot this in Liberalism where 
the slate only desired to take over 
excess profits and redistribute 
them. 

Under the Wheat Board method 
ot marketing the Board had no 
control over facilities or tarmin;: 
activities. Liberalism encouraged 
Institutions, as an alternative to' 
government ownership and control, 
to avoid excess profits. 

The Wheal Board "holds and 
markets the wheal in trust for the 
farmer." At the end of the fca.son. 
all profits were returned to the 
producer and none were retained 
to pay the costs ot government or 
social services. 

In the question period following 
the speech, Mr. Gardiner, was ask- 
ed what the measures ot the Liberal 
Government were to avoid depres- 
sion. He an.swcrcd with the reply 
that he had given to Mr. M. J 
Coldwcll in a speech in Saskat- 
chewan, when Coldwcll complained 
,lhat prices were so high that it 
was getting hard to live. "Was 
there ever a period ot prosperity 
when prices were on their way 
down?" retorted Mr. Gardiner.
